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Lilienthal, Morgan charged re- 
peatedly, sought to dominate the 
bard and frequently made deci- 
sions without consulting the chair- 
man.

Cummings Announces.

WASHINGTON, May 25.—<Attor- 
ney-General Cummings said today 
that 14 oil companies and 11 indi- 
viduals awaiting trial at Madison, 
Wis., on charges of violating the 
Sherman Anti-Trust Act, had de- 
cided to plead nolo contendere and 
to pay fines totaling approximate- 
ly $400,000 on all three counts of 
their indictment 

In a statement, Cummings said, 
the offer to pay maximum fines and 
avoid trial would be acceptable for 
the Justice Department if approved 
by United States District Judge 
Patrick D. Stone when submitted 
to him at Madison, June 2. 

Eight indicted companies and 
eight executives who have not ex- 
pressed willingness to plead nolo 
contendere will be brought to trial 
in September, Cummings said. 

The $400,000 includes court costs

Nolo contendere is a plea used by 
persons willing to accept penaltics 
without undergoing the expense 
and ordeal of standing trial. Such 
persons avoid publicly admitting

KILLER OF 28 IN JAPAN HAD 
LOST GIRL, FAILED JOB TEST 


Villagers Where He Went on Shoot- 
ing Rampage Say He Had Just 
Learned He Was Tubercular.

TOKIO, May 25.—Why 22-year- 
old Mutsuo Toi went on a rampage 
and killed 28 persons last Satur- 
day night was disclosed today by 
villagers of Nishika, where the kill- 
ings occurred. 

They said that within a month 
he learned he was tubercular, his 
sweetheart jilted him and he failed 
in an examination to become a 
school teacher. 

Shortly before midnight Saturday, 
he set out with an automatic shot- 
gun, 100 shells, a hatchet and three 
flashlights. 

After killing his 80-year-old 
grandmother, he smashed an elec- 
tric transformer, plunging the vil- 
lage into darkness. He fixed a 
flashlight over each ear and one 
in the center of his forehead and 
went from house to house, shoot- 
ing sleeping men, women and chil- 
dren. 

Then he fled to a forest and 
killed himself.

hours for labor. A new version of the 
original Black-Connery bill was 
passed in the House late last night 
by an imposing majority of 314 to 97, 
after each measure in turn had been 
smothered in the Rules Committee 
by a coalition of Southern Demo- 
crats and Republicans, and had 
been withdrawn from its considera- 
tion in both cases by the unusual 
procedure of a petition signed by 
218 members of the House. 

Predictions as to the outcome 
range from a filibuster against the 
measure by Southern Senators to a 
speedy agreement between the two 
houses on the measure’s essentials. 
The controversial features of the 
legislation center about sectional 
differentials and methods of admin- 
istration. Although Mrs. Mary T. 
Norton (Dem.), New Jersey, chair- 
man of the Labor Committee, and 
her supporters drove the measure 
resolutely through the House and 
beat off all efforts save one to 
amend it, the likelihood seenis to be 
that, if the bill goes into confer- 
ence, the House leaders will be will- 
ing to compromise on what they 
consider phases of mechanism, but 
will stand firm on those of princi- 
ple.

No Interruption. * 


All the ten members of the com- 
mittee were present but no one 
interrupted the former chairman as 
he read on through the long series 
of statements with which he had 
armed himself. That is a part of 
the agreement under which the 
committee is operating—that each 
side be permitted to make a state- 
ment without interruption. 
Morgan appeared nervous at the 
outset under a huge battery of still 
and motion picture cameras. At 
the witness stand he was flanked 
on either side by youthful aseist- 
ants. He read in a monotonous 
voice, only very rarely making min- 
th departures from the prepared 
Other figures in the TVA po- 
litical drama were scattered about 
the big marble-walled caucus room 
in which the hearing was held. Rep- 
resentative John T. Rankin of Mis- 
sissippi, long a passionate advocate 
of an aggressive power program of 
TVA, sat just behind the commit- 
tee.

Early in the afternoon sessi 
Dr. Morgan analyzed essential dit- 
ferences between his views of the 
cost of TVA power and those of 
Lilienthal. Lilienthal, he said, fa- 
vored treating power as a by-prod- 
uct, charging power only 
the actual cost of powerhouse and 
power facilities. 

I hold that this would be a sub- 
terfuge,” Morgan said, “While con- 
stitutionally electric power is su- 
bordinate to navigation, in practical 
importance and interest with many 
of those who promoted the TVA 
Act it has been dominant, and was 
one of the principal reasons for 
establishing the Authority. But for 
the power issue the TVA dams 
would never have been built. To 
deny that is.sheer hypocrisy and to 
treat power according to Mr. Lil- 
ienthal’s by-product theory is a 
subterfuge.” 

Morgan also attacked the whole 
“yardstick” theory of Government 
power production through the 
TVA, declaring that an investiga- 
tion will show “an unsound policy 
to begin with,” and “haphazard and 
wasteful building of distribution 
systems resulting from that policy.” 
Failure to charge up the whole pro- 
motional campaign to increase the 
use of electricity in the area and 
encourage—in many instances com- 
pel—the sale of electrical appliances 
invalidated the “yardstick” theory, 
Morgan told the committee, 

“The intensified load-building ef- 
fort was largely the cause for such 
degree of success as the so-called 
‘yardstick’ program has experi- 
enced,” Morgan said. “The cost of 
such promotion was a very large 
expense in, proportion to the power 
sales involved. If the ‘yardstick’ 
communities had paid for this pro- 
motion, the resulting inflation of 
capital investment would have 
forced these projects to greatly 
overcapitalize, and to be severely 
condemned on that account.”

After Priest had accepted the af- 
fidavit Judge Padberg explained to 
reporters he had not intended to 
bar its filing, but merely wanted 
to read it first. 

Judge’s Wife’s Brother-in-law.

R. Randall, brother-in-law of Judge 
Padberg's wife. 

Questioned about the family con- 
nection, Judge Padberg told report- 
ers he and Randall were not re- 
lated, but declined to answer an 
inquiry as to whether his wife and 
Randall's were sisters. 


The affidavit, signed by Lon 0. 


Hocker, who represented the du 
Pont company at the trial, states: 

“Counsel for the company, dur- 
ing the early course of the trial, 
feeling grave apprehension on ac- 


* gount of the court reporters being 


unable to read back his notes upon 
request, that said reporter was in- 
capable of correctly recording and 
making an accurate transcript of 
the evidence, requested the court 
that defendants be permitted to 
provide, at their own expense, a 
competent reporter to take testi- 
mony. 

This request was by the court 
denied, and defendants say the de- 
nial was error.” 

16 Allegations of Error. 

This allegation of error is one of 
316 contained in the motion for a 
new trial. Another relates to the 
closing argument to the jury made 
by Francis R. Stout, attorney for 
the plaintiff, a miner blinded by 
premature explosion of dynamite 
he alleged had been improperly 
mixed. Stout closed with the words: 
Let it be blazoned in the head- 
lines of the newspapers, ‘Jury 
awards blind miner $100,000 against 
du Pont for defective dynamite’!” 

The motion for a new trial as- 
serts this was improper in that it 
tended to excite the prejudice of the 
jury, but adds that counsel for the 
defendant did not object to it at 
the time “because.they believed, and 
from the whole course of the trial 
had reason to believe, such an ob- 
jection would be so promptly and

JERSEY SENATE PASSES BILL 
FORBIDDING STAY-IN STRIKES 


Fifteen-Year Prison Sentence Pro- 
vided—Measure Also Bars Un- 
fair Labor Practices. 


TRENTON, N. J., May 3— 
Months of legislative controversy 
culminated yesterday with Senate 


passage without dissent of a state 
labor relations bill outlawing sit- 
down and stay-in strikes. In the 
assembly later the bill was re- 
ferred to the Miscellaneous Busi- 
ness Committee. 

Louis Marciante, president of the 
New Jersey State Federation of 
Labor, an American Federation of 
Labor affiliate, and E. W. Woll- 
muth, executive vice-president of 
the Newark Chamber of Commerce, 
took the Senate floor and voiced 
approval of the compromise meas- 
ure. 

The bill, proposed by Senator Ar- 
thur F. Foran, Republican, of Hun- 
terdon, creates a three-member 
commission to foster collective bar 
gaining and fix penalties for al- 
leged violztions of unfair labor 
practices defined in the bill. 

Participation in sit-down and 
stay-in strikes was classed in the 
bill as high misdemeanors, pun- 
ishable by a 15-year prison sen- 
tence. 

Among unfair practices forbidden 
in the measure are use of labor 
spies; blacklisting of union mem- 
bers; interference by employers with 
employe organization, and refusal 
to bargain collectively or discuss 
grievances with employe represent- 
atives. 


Mushroom Growers Not Farmers. 

WASHINGTON, May 25.—A cave 
is not a farm and persons who 
cultivate mushrooms in caves are 
not farmers, the Internal Revenue 
Bureau said yesterday. The bureau 
decided these questions because ag- 
ricultural workers are exempted 


from social security taxes.

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Howard’s Horse Was 
Worked When Timers 
Were Not Around—Small 
Chance of Later Match 


Race.

NEW YORK, May 25.—Whether 
C. S. Howard, owner of the great 
handicap race horse Seabiscuit, was 
afraid to put his thoroughbred to 
the test against War Admiral, to 
decide which was America's great- 
est racer, or whether the pride of 
his stable really was not in condi- 
tion to do himself justice, still was 
being debeated here today. 

Following the announcement yes 
terday that Seabiscuit had been 
withdrawn from the $100,000 match 
race, which was to have been de- 
cided Decoration day at Belmont 
Park, turf followers were sounding 
off the well known, “I told you so!” 

Popular opinion held that Sea- 
biscuit’s connections feared to put 
him to the test and therefore with- 
drew him and called off the big 
race. The stable, in withdrawing, 
however, stated that bad knees, 
which could rot be restored in time 
for the race, woul. have made the 
contest unequal had Seabiscuit been 
sent to the post. Owner Howard 
announced that, in justice to the 
public, he considered withdrawal of 
his candidate was the proper pro- 
cedure. 

Rumors ox a “Killing.” 

The cancellation of the match eli- 
maxed reports that Seabiscuit was 
not training at his best. The horse 
was worked at hours when the 
clockers were not on the track. This 
gave rise to reports that Seabiscuit 
was being secretly prepared and 
that a killing on him was in con- 
templation. 

Owner Howard yesterday dis- 
pelled all illusions of this sort by 
explaining that his candidate was 
not fit. 

The cancellation of the race 
marks the third time a prospective 
meeting of the two great thorough- 
breds has been called off. Pre- 
viously the horses were entered in 
a Maryland race but unfavorable 
track conditions developed and Sea- 
biscuit was scratched. 

Early this year both horses were 
eligible for the $100,000 Santa Anita 
Handicap, and the $50,000 Widener 
Handicap at Hialeah. These two 
handicaps were on opposite coasts 
and on the same date, March 5. 
Owner Samuel Riddle elected to 
send War Admiral to the $50,000 
race at Hialeah, while Seabiscuit’s 
owner went for the $100,000 prize 
at Santa Anita. 

Why They Did Not Meet. 

Each, in his respective race, car- 
ried 180 pounds. And, at the time, 
the whisper went around that the 
War Admiral owner was side-step- 
ping a meeting with Seabiscuit. As 
a matter of turf news, it was pub- 
lished at the time that Mr. Riddle 
had promised Joe Widener of Hia- 
leah that he would send War Ad- 
miral to the Florida feature. 

War Admiral won galloping from 
a cheap field at Hialeah, and Sea- 
biscuit was nosed out of his $100,- 
000 first money by Stagehand, a 
three-year-old to which he was con- 
ceding 30 actual pounds and seven 
pounds on the scale. 

Complications Develop. 

The withdrawal of Seabiscuit 
leaves Belmont race track without 
an outstanding feature for Decora- 
tion day and postpones indefinitely 
the settlement of the question as to 
whether War Admiral or Seabis- 
cult is the champion horse of all 
ages in training. 

Literally hundreds of thousands 
of dollars, incidentally, already 
wagered on this race will have to 
be refunded. New Yorkers had in- 
vested heavily on War Admiral’s 
chances, believing that Seabiscuit 
could not “take it.” In five im- 
portant races held within the last 
two years, Seabiscuit had failed to 
win five times when challenged. 
Rosemont, Stagehand, Aneroid and 
Esposa each beat him by a whisker 
and Heelfly ran a dead heat with 
him. 

On the other hand, when Heelfly 
and War Admiral hooked up, the 
son of Man o War walked away 
from his rival. 

Owner Howard expressed will- 
ingness today to rematch the pride 
of his stable as soon as he re- 
gained his normal powers, but 
could not say when he expected 
this would be. 

War Admiral’s owner Samuel 
Riddle, who owns the t sire 
Man O' War, was keenly disap- 
pointed at the mishap to Seabis- 
cuit and expressed the hope that 
the horses might later meet. Of- 
ficials thought that the two out- 
standing handicap performers 
might come together in a match 
event at Belmont next fall. War 
Admiral’s connections, while not 
commenting unfavorably on Sea-

TO REVISE BANKRUPTCY LAWS 


Senator King, Opposing It, Says It 
Is Attempt by SEC to Take 
Power From Courts. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 25.—Legis- 
lation intended to modernize the 
Federal bankruptcy law system 
won approval of the Senate Ju- 
diciary Committee today. - 
Senator O’Mahoney (Dem.), Wy- 
oming, said the bill approved would 
“put an end to financial rackets 
in corporate reorganization and re- 
ceiverships” and afford most classes 
of debtors, large and small, an op- 
portunity to rearrange obligations 
“without the stigma of being ad- 
judged bankrupt.” 
Senators King (Dem.), Utah, and 
Austin (Rep.), New Hampshire, 
voted against reporting the bill. 
King said the section dealing with 
corporate reorganization which 
would permit the Securities Com- 
mission to advise Federal courts on 
reorganization “will destroy all the 
corporations that are going to be 
reorganized and force their Hquida- 
tion. It is an attempt by the SEC 
to take judicial powers away from 
the courts.” 
O’Mahoney replied that the func- 
tions of the SEC would “be ad- 
visory, 
complete jurisdiction.”

SUMNER WELLES SAYS U. 8. 
TALKERS IMPERIL WORLD PEACE 


Undersecretary of State Urges 
Avoidance of Internal Affairs 
of Other Countries. 

By the Associated Presa. 

BALTIMORE, May 25.—Sumner 
Wells, Undersecretary of State, said 
last night Americans harmed the 
cause of world peace when they 
condemned the purely internal pol- 
icies of other nations. 

Welles spoke before the Presby- 
terian Social Union of Maryland, 
saying: 

“The cause of world peace, and 


the fundamental objective in our 
foreign policy, of keeping our own 
country at peace, are not furthered 
by our participation in internation- 
al polemics and recriminations over 
internal policies of other nations 
regarding which we have no right- 
ful concern. 

“In these troubled times, the 
world is surcharged with the clash 
of conflicting doctrines, with bitter 
recriminations of the exponents of 
divergent dogmas, and with prop- 
aganda conducted by the spokes- 
men of certain ideologies among 
the adherents of other beliefs,” 

“It is known to us all that the 
new world, and especially the Unit- 
ed States, has been subjected to 
much sound and fury of this na- 
ture. 

“When alien influences seek to 
undermine our own institutions, we 
befome definitely concerned. The 
Government is fully prepared to 
deal with this possibility in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of our 
laws. 

“What we must avoid as a peo- 
ple is confusion between what is an 
attack upon our own institutions, 
and the purely internal policy of 
a foreign government.” 


40 GERMAN-JEW REFUGEES 
ARE ADMITTED TU FRANCE 


Let in Provisionally, 12 Reported 
Going to New York; They De- 
scribe Nazi Camps. 

By the Associated Press. 

METZ, France, May 25.—Forty 
Jewish refugees from Germany and 
Austria were admitted provision- 


ally into France today pending in- 
vestigation of their papers. Eight 
hundred others were reported wait- 
ing across the border in Germany. 

The 40 admitted were described 
by French officiale as having 
money—the prime requisite for en- 
trance into France—and 12 were 
said to possess tickets for New 
Tork. 

Conditions in refugee camps in- 
side Germany were described by the 
emigres as a .“sorrowful spectacle.“ 
The arrivals here said some refu- 
gees still in Germany, because of 
their difficulties, had tried to drown 
themselves in the Moselle River 
and others had attempted suicide 
by slashing their wrists. 

They declared neither Luxem- 
bourg nor Belgium would admit 
Jews and that their only hope of 
leaving Germany now was through 
France.

Mr. Roosevelt at that 
time estimated a reduction of more than a half- 
billion in expenditures for next year as compared 
with the current fiscal year, and a deficit of $949,- 
000,000 in 1939. It is obvious that there will be, in- 
stead, an increase in spending, and the deficit figure 
must be revised upward considerably. 

For the sake of getting the record straight, it is 
essential to recognize that no vast increase above the 
present rate of spending is contemplated next year. 
However, the fact remains that expenditures are 
going up rather than turning downward, as had 
been fervently hoped, and that the Government 
still is going deeper and deeper into the red. 


REDUCE THE NATURALIZATION FEE. 


Much energy has been devoted to urging the nat- 
uralization of all aliens living in the United States. 
Rarely is it found that indifference is respqnsible for 
their failure to take out papers; oftener this is caused 
by inability to meet the educational requirements, by 
red tape, long delays and high fees. A bill has been 
introduced in the House to overcome the last-named 
difficulty, which has proved an impassable barrier in 
many instances. 

The present fee is from $7.50 to $10, plus an addi- 
tional $10 if a certificate of registration is required. 
Up to 1929, the fee was $5, so we have the anomaly 
of a higher charge in a time of depression than dur- 
ing prosperity. Under the pending bill, introduced 
by Representative Emanuel Celler of New York, the 
fee would be reduced to $3.

Dr. Edwin C. Ernst Says Tests 
Show High Voltage Lamps 
Penetrate Deeper. 


A series of lectures on cancer 


was presented today to the phy- 
sicians who are enrolled in the an- 
nual six-day clinical conference and 
post-graduate. course in which a 
group of St. Louis practitioners, or- 
ganized in St. Louis clinics, are at- 
tempting to disseminate among 
doctors in small communities the 
new developments in the medical 
center here. Most of the 146 reg- 
istrants are from neighboring 


towns. 

Dr. Edwin C. Ernst, one of the 
six St. Louisans who addressed the 
visitors, reported on a year's expe- 
rience in treating cancer by 400, 
000-volt X-ray machines, twice the 
voltage of ‘apparatus ordinarily 
used. He said that 30. per cent of 
the cases he had encountered dur- 
ing the period could be treated 
more successfully with the more 
powerful machines. 

The speaker, director of radiology 
in the Barnard Free Skin and Can- 
cer Hospital and radiologist for De 


Paul Hospital, said the best method 
of using the high-voltage X-ray 
was yet to be worked out experi- 


Referring to controversies among 
physicians as to the usefulness of 
400,000-volt X-ray, he said it is no 
wonder that these discussions have 
been both favorable and critical at 
this early period of development, 
since it required a dozen years or 
more to perfect the present effec- 
tive method of treatment with the 
lesser penetrating 200,000-volt radi- 
ation.” ' 

Dr. Ernst related that rays from 
the new apparatus have an action 
on the human body different from 
those of less powerful machines, 
explaining that they penetrate far- 
ther before beginning the diffusion 
which has healing effect. 

“The more we depart from the 
orthodox methods of treatment the 
more possibilities we see for the 
high-voltage ray,” he said. “We are 
groping for the right technique.” 

“In view of the remote immedi- 
ate possibilities of discovery of a 
specific cancer cure in the direction 
of serum or chemical therapy, we 
must continue to double our efforts 
with the more practical side of our 
problem of palliation and cure as 
offered by sutgery and radiation,” 
he said. 

Dr. George T. Gafney Speaks. 

Discussing cancer of the breast, 
which is the cause of 9 per cent of 
deaths from the disease, Dr. George 
T. Gafney said it was important to 
determine the nature of any lump 
in the breast as quickly as possi- 
ble after its discovery. 

“Since this form of the disease 
is a very malignant one the hope 
of cure lies in early diagnosis and 
early treatment,” he said. “While, 
of course, all lumps in the breast 
are not cancer, it is the safe rule 
to consider them as such until 
proven otherwise.” Diagnosis 
sometimes requires a minor opera- 
tion, he added. 


A paper on cancer of the tongue, 
which had been prepared by Dr. 
Ellis Fischel, noted surgeon and 
head of the State Cancer Commis- 
sion, who was killed in an automo- 
bile accident May 14, was read by 
Dr. Charles F. Sherwin. 

While in many instances of can- 
cer of the tongue there are no 
definite irritating factors which 
might be a cause, artificial dentures 
have been noted as causes of the 
disease among women, Dr. Fischei 
wrote. In the case of men pyor- 
rhea accompanied by jagged, sharp- 
edged teeth, is a much more sig- 
nificant cause of cancer than smok- 
ing, the paper said. 

In the fore part of the tongue 
cancer should be treated by surgery 
and in the rear portion by radium. 
Dr. Fischel wrote. 

Another speaker, Dr. Louis H. 
Jorstad, said that in treatment of 
cancer of the skin complete elim- 

mation of the growth should not 
be sacrificed for the sake of the 
appearance or function of the af- 
fected part. Most skin cancers oc- 
cur on the exposed portions of the 
body, he said. 

Others lecturing in the cancer 
session this morning at the St. 
Louis Medical Society auditorium 
were Dr. Frederick J. Taussig and 
Dr. W. K. McIntyre. 

Joint Program Last Night. 

In a joint program of the St 
Louis Medical Society and the clin- 
ical conference last night, Dr. 
Ernest Sachs, neurological surgeon, 
said that new technical methods 
devised in the last 10 years had 

made it possible to remove the 
vast majority of brain tumors 
either entirely or in part. 

Describing the development of 
brain surgery in the last 25 years, 
he said the first effort in finding 
basic technical methods was fol- 
lowed by a period in which the 

| accuracy of diagnosis was greatly 
increased by the introduction of

cessful search for new technique. 

Sulfanilamide, used in connection 
with serums, is a life-saving drug 
in cases of severe in- 
fections, Dr. Ralph A. Kinsella said 
m a paper presented at the 
session. The drug came to public 
attention last fall when 73 deaths 
were attributed to the use of an 


elixir in which sulfanilamide was 


dissolved in diethylene glycol.

Home and Family. 
By Angelo Patri 


BROTHER and sister in their 
teens thinks that mother wants 
them to be too nice to each oth- 
er. They quarrel a bit; that annoys 
their mother who is not very strong 


upsets her. They don’t mean any 
harm and tell their mother so, and 
in telling her, are more pointed than 
polite. Mother tells them that in 
her day children were more re- 
spectful to their parents and did 
not answer back. The children ask 
if that was not being coldly respect- 
ful rather than affectionately con- 
siderate. Isn’t their way of speak- 
ing their minds to their parents 
the more honorable kind of re- 
spect? 

I am sure I do not know, Re- 
spect for parents goes deeper than 
manners or words; and yet man- 
ners and words are about the only 
way there is of expressing respect. 
What is respect for parents but 
consideration of their feelings, af-. 
fectionate return of their affection, 
a good humored acceptance of 
family obligations and duties? It 
seems to me that respect for par- 
ents is an attitude of mind rather 
than any sort of adherence to a 
code. It is possible to respect 
one’s parents and answer back, 
and it is possible to net respect 
them and not answer back. 
Putting the accent on talking 
back won't bring the right answer. 
The relationship between parents 
and children is set early and it 
must be said that the parents 
have the field to themselves and 
can set At as they choose. The 
experiences that children have with 
their parents is what sets thei: at- 
titude. If those experiences breed 
affectionate understanding the re- 
spect is secured. If not, then it 
is not. Children do not form their 
ideas about their parents out of 
their imaginations or dreams, but 
by actual experience with them. 
The parents decide. 

But children in their teens have 
had enough training, and suffi- 
cient experiences elsewhere to know 
what good manners are, and to 
know what is expected of them in 
relation to their parents, They 
certainly know that quarreling is 
childish, something they should 


entered their teens, and igh 
school. And they know, too, even 
if nobody ever told them, that 
mothers have enough to bear with- 
out having to put up with -bicker- 
ing in the home, 
Young people in their teens 
have a responsibility to their home 
and family. They have been cared 
for and protected and given many 
privileges for which they have 
done nothing except exist, Some- 
body worked, somebody sacrificed 
so that every happiness, every com- 
fort, every privilege they enjoyed 
might be theirs. Usually mother 
and father did the work and the 
sacrificing.

He 
had gone into the publishing busi- 
ness himself by this time. The pub- 
lishing business collapsed and left 
him in utter financial ruin. 

Although an old man by ww, 
he said, “I will start all over again. 
I will not accept defeat.” 

Just then his wife died and he 
despaired in his grief. 

He endured, ‘aside from mental 
pain, at this time, great physical 
suffering. But he labored unceas- 
ingly, and declining a government 
pension, finished two novels. 


Robert Louis Stevenson had an 
ness which affected his eyesight 
and left him greatly weakened 
Once he lay for weeks in a dark 
room with his right hand tied to 
his side to prevent hemorrhages.
